He imd his following have been large- 


ly republican in the past; but it is reasonable to suppose that in the 
coming campaign, he will miikc a general appeal to every disaffected 
element in both parties. We do not believe, however, that he will be 
able to tul into the democratic party to tbe extent expected and hoped 
for by some, republican leaders. 
There is no question as to La Fol-

shown during that period. 


The industrial depression from which the country has suffered will 


offer the strongest argument against the election of the republican 
ticket. Furthermore, once the democratic standard bearers have formu- 
lated their campaign plans, they will doubtless bring about -a solidarity 
of party action that will not only hold the general support of nil true 
democrats but also attract votes in large numbers from the, republican 
party.

favor of the existence of the power 
to compel pertinent testimony In aid 
of the exercise of Its legislative func- 
tion, but excluding self-incrimlnatIon, 


In vlow of tho far reaching questions 


involved, Justice Hoehling made the 
date for Sinclair's next move twenty 
days ahead, so that If he desired he 
xvoujd have reasonable opportunity to 
apply to tho court of appeals for the 
allowance of a special appeal. 
This 


procedure, it was said, would expedites 
thq final decision by the supreme court 
of 'tho U. S, where the case ultimately 
Is expected to be settled. 


In the claim of counsel for Sinclair 


that the senate, if i,t had authority to 
ask the questions, had deprived itself of 
jurisdiction by tho resolution to refer 
the oil cases to the courts for deter-' 
mini* t ion, tho opinion held that this 
was only R part of the subject matter 
of the esnate inq -'ry, which ho assert- 
ed still wns incomplete.

AVe do not believe, however, that he will be 
able to cut into the democratic party to the extent expected and hoped 
for by some republican leaders. 
There is no question us to La Fol- 


lette's power to control Wisconsin and some other states in thai 
region but it should be remembered that the states in which ho is strong, 
est have usually stood iu (lie republican column in national elections. 


It was in 1012 that the Roosevelt bolt split the republican party, 


resulting in its defeat a.ncl very general demoralization. In 1806 the in-
